Maybe I'll even get some of them back! 


On the topic of cards, our April meeting at the Clay Center will feature Eric Williams, KV1J, who will talk about his 
DXpeditions to the French island of Miquelon. Eric also co-manages the region 1 QSL bureau, so if you've always wanted to 
know how the bureaus work, he'll be able to answer your questions.
